The 
prime essentials 
In poultry 


houses, according to the United Stales 
'dtrjwrrment of agriculture, are fresh 
air, dryness, sunlight, and space enough 
to keep the birds comfortable. 
The 


particular style of house Is not Im- 
portant, for a bouse that gives satis- 
faction In the'North will also give good 
results In the South, but It Is prefer- 
able, to have more open and conse- 
if]wnt!y less expensive houses In the 
South than In I IK; North. 
The loca- 


tion should have good water and air 
drainage so that the floor and yards 
•will be dry, while the bouse should not 
•occupy a low pocket or hollow In 
which cold air settles. 
When It Is 


possible, a southern or southeastern 
fxpoHiiro Hhould be selected, although 
ihls Is not essential If there Is any 
jpr>od reason for facUyi? the IIOUNO In a 
different direction. 


Importance of Roof. 


The roof Is Iho most expensive but 


* most Important part. of. the poultry 
lioiiso, and 
should 
be 
water-tight. 


Shlnglo roofs Hhould have a one-third 
pitch, while those covered with pa- 
per or metal niity have a less pitch, 
ior bo almost flat; however, the great- 
rr the slope the longer tho life of 
tho roof. 


The shed or single-slope, roof is 


fcflapt"d to hou.'ies up to If! feet In 
width. 
It Is one of the easiest styles 


to construct. 
It allows a high front 


to Iho house, and furnishes a north- 
ern 8iopo for tho roof on which roofing 
paper will last longer than on a roof 
•which faces the south. 
Tho combina- 


tion and sernlmonlt.or roofs are adnpt- 
«1 (or buildings from 10 to 24 feet 
wlilo, while, either of these styles, or 
the monitor and the gable roof, may 
fte used for wider buildings. 
The 


r.oTiiblnatlon roof on a house over 10 
fcft wldo gives tho best head room 
*i the least cost, reduces the amount 
of surplus air space, and gives a neat 
appearance to the buildings; while the 
semlmonltor and monitor typos are 
!>rat for wldo houses which have a con- 
1rnl alley, particularly brooder houses. 
Tlio semlmonltor house, usually faces 
<*oath, whllo the monitor type of roof 
la frequently used on buildings facing 
rust or west. 
The gablo roof Is used 


extensively for two-story buildings, for 
brooder houses, arid for Incubator cel- 
lars. 
This style of roof Is usually 


ceiled at or slightly above tho eaves, 
or the. gable may be filled with straw 
or some, kind of absorbent material, 
which tends to keep such houses dry 
and warm. The A-shaped roof Is used 
for growing-coops and colony houses 
which, wilh a wall 18 Inches high, pro- 
vides a large amount of floor space 
with a minimum amount of lumber, 
but Increases the roof surface, which 
Is the most expensive part of the house. 


A large amount of glass In the front 


of the bouse makes It warm during 
the day and cold at night, as glass 
radiates heat very rapidly. 
Unbleach- 


ed muslin, or a light weight or duck 
cloth, Is used for curtains In tho front 
of poultry houses. This cloth should 
be Ihlri enough to allow a .slow elr- 
culutlon of air without a draft, which 
object Is defeated by using too heavy a 
gr»,.i**» of duck or by oiling or painting 
the cloliY 
Tho front of the house 


should be hlg*i. enough so that the win- 
dows or openings will allow the sun 
to shine well back during the winter. 


Good Floor Important, 


The best kind of a floor depends 


upon (he soil arid the use of the house. 
On light, sandy, woll-drnlned soils a 
dirt floor Is satisfactory, especially 
for small or colony henhouses. Such 
floors should be from l\ro to six Inches 
higher than the outside ground sur- 
face, and It Is advisable to renew them 
each year by removing the contam- 
inated surface down to clean soil, and 
to refill with fresh sand or fine gravel 
and earth. 
A board floor Is generally 


used where the level of tho floor In 
tlii! house Is from one to three feet 
above I he ground surface nnd In port- 
able houses on land which Is not. well 
drained. 
Hoard floors harbor rats and 


rot quickly, and should ho raised some 
distance off I he ground so that eats 
or dogs can get under them, which 
also allows a free, circulation of air to 
prevent the wood from rotting. 
Ce- 


ment floors are adapted to long per- 
manent buildings, brooder houses, In- 
culwlor cellars, and to all permanent 
houses where an artificial floor Is re- 
quired and can bo built on the ground 
level. 
These floors aro easy to clean, 


very sanitary, rat proof, and compara- 
tively Inexpensive, If ono has a sup- 
lily of gravel or sharp sand. 


The Interior fixtures of the pens 


shou'c/. ho simple, portable, and Inex- 
pensive. 
Roosts aro usually placed 


next to tho end or buck walls, six to 
ten Inches above the dropping boards, 
whllo the latter are from two to two 
and one-hnlf feot above tho ground. 
They should all be on the same level, 
otherwise the birds will crowd and 
fight to got on tho highest roost. Scant- 
ling two by three Inches or two by 
four Inches, with tho upper edges 
rounded off, makes good roosts with 
either tho wide or narrow surface up. 
Allow seven to Ion Inches of roost 
space per fowl, according to the size 
of tho bird. 
Koosts should bo placed 


about IH Inches apart, but the out- 
side ones mny be within ten Inches of 
thd edge of the dropping boards, 


Nests may be placed under the drop- 


ping boards, on tho partition walls, or 
In any convenient place where they 
do not take up floor space, and should 
be arranged so that tho birds can get 
Into them easily, 
They should bo 12 


to 14 Inches square and 12 to 10 Inches 
high, with a strip about four Inches 
high on the open side to retain the 
nesting material. 
Provide^ one nost 


for every four or five hens. Trap nests' 
are essential In any careful breeding 
work, such as porllgroo breeding, or 
the breeding of exhibition poultry.

1 ;. ml Its into Liberty loans he Is 


lacking In that patriotism which Is 
supposed to exist throughout the ag- 
ricultural communities of the United 
Stales,

Food Inspectors Help. 


The housewife can see at a. glanco 


how much food she Is to get, for her 
money when it Is in package form and 
labeled in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the federal food and drugs 
ict, say the officials of the bureau of, 
chemistry of the United Slates de- 
partment of agriculture, charged with 
the enforcement of thnt law. The fed- 
eral food and drugs act provides that 
all food in package form, shipped Into 
Interstate or foreign commerce, shall 
bear on the labels a plain and conspic- 
uous statement of the quantity of tho 
contents of the package, In terms of 
weight, measure or numerical count. 


Federal food IriHpoctors are always 


on the watch for interstate shipment 
of food in package form, to see that 
the labels tell the truth with respect 
to the quantity of food In the pack- 
ages. Several samples are taken from; 
each shipment In order that their aver- 
ago weight may be determined. If tho 
packages are found ts be short in 
weight or measure, the party respon- 
sible for the shipment may be prose* 
cuted under the criminal section ot 
the law. 


The act does not apply to foods 


which are sold and consumed within 
the state where produced or manu- 
factured, but to those that arc shipped - 
from one state to another, or to or 
from a foreign country, or manufac- 
tured or sold within tho District ot 
Columbia or a territory. Many states 
have net. weight or measure laws, how- 
over, which 
protect the housewife 


from short weight or measure in pack- 
age foods produced and sold within the 
state. Federal and state food officials 
co-operate In the work of enforclna 
these laws in order that abuses which 
:annot be reached under one law may 
)e corrected under the other.

The shed or single-slope, roof Is 


adapted to houses up to 10 foot In 
width. 
It Is one of the easiest styles 


to construct. 
It allows n high front 


to the house, nnd furnishes a north- 
era slope for the roof on which roofing 
jwpor will last longer than on a roof 
which faces tho south. 
The combina- 


tion nnd semlinonltor roofs are adapt- 
ed for buildings from 10 to 24 feet 
wide, while either of these styles, or 
the monitor nnd the gable roof, mny 
be used for wider buildings.

combination root on a house over 10

.Shingle root's should have a one-third 
•pitch, while those covered with pa- 
per or metal limy have a loss pitch, 
<or be almost flat; however, the great- 
er the slope the longer tho life of 
tho roof. 


The shed or single-slope roof is 


adapted to houses up to 10 feet In 
width. 
It is one of the easiest styles 


to construct. 
It allosvs a high front 


to the hoviso, and furnishes a north- 
ern siope for the roof on which roofing 
paper will last longer than on a roof 
which faces the south. 
The combina- 


tion nnd semlmonltor roofs are adapt- 
ed for buildings from 10 to 2-1 feet 
wftlo, while either of these styles, or 
•Uie monitor and the gable roof, may 
be used for wider buildings. 
The 


combination roof on a house over 1(5 
feet wide gives the best head room 
<fii the least cost, reduces the amount 
of surplus air space, and gives a neat

semlmonitor and monitor types are 
feest for wide houses which have a cen- 
tral alley, purttciiliirly brooder houses.

Good Floor Important. 


The best kind of a floor depends 


upon the soil and the use of the house. 
On light, sandy, well-drained soils a 
dirt floor Is satisfactory, especially 
for small or colony henhouses. Such 
floors should be from t\ro to six inches 
higher than tho outside ground sur- 
ftico, nnd It Is advisable- to renew them 
each year by removing the contam- 
inated surface down to clean soil, and 
to refill with fresh sand or fine gravel 
and earth. 
A board floor is generally 


used whore tho level of the floor In 
the house Is from one to three feet, 
above the ground surface and In port- 
able houses on land which Is not well 
drained. 
Board floors harbor rats and 


rot quickly, and should be raised some 
distance off the ground so that cats 
nr dogs can got under them, which 
also allows a free circulation of air to 
prevent the wood from rotting. Ce- 
ment floors are adapted to long per- 
manent buildings, brooder houses, In- 
cubator cellars, and to all permanent 
houses where an artificial floor Is re- 
quired and can be built on the ground 
level. 
Tln;se floors are easy to clean, 


very sanitary, rat proof, and compara- 
tively inexpensive, if one hns a sup- 
ply of gravel or sharp sand. 


The Interior fixtures of the pens 


shntriit bo simple, portable, and Inex- 
pensive. 
Boosts are usually placed 


next to the end or back walls, six to 
ton Inches above the dropping boards, 
while the latter are from two to two 
and one-half feet above the ground. 
They should all be on the same level, 
otherwise tho birds will crowd and 
fight to get on the highest roost. Scant- 
ling two by three Inches or two by 
four Inches, with the upper edges 
rounded off, makes good" roosts with 
either the wide or narrow surface up. 
Allow seven to ten inches of roost 
spnce per fowl, according to the size 
of the bird. 
Roosts should be'-placed 


about 15 Inches apart, but the out- 
side ones may be within ten Inches of 
the" edge of the dropping boards.

age weight may be determined. Jf tho 
packages are found ia bo short In 
weight or measure, tho party respon- 
sible for the shipment may be prose- 
cuted onder the criminal section ot 
the law. 


The act does not apply to foods 


which are sold and consumed within 
the state where produced or manu- 
factured, but to those that are whipped - 
from one state to another, or to or 
from a foreign country, or manufac- 
tured or sold within the District ot 
Columbia or a territory. Many state* 
liave net weight or measure laws, how» 
ever, which 
protect the 
housewife 


from short weight or measure In pack- 
age foods produced nnd sold within tlio 
state. Federal and state food officials 
co-operate In the work of enforcing 
these laws in order that abuses which 
cannot be reached under one luw may 


corrected under the other.

Liked Starlight for His Work. 


Jeremy worked alone and always nt 


night. He lilted a slurry sky, but the 
ruys of a full moon seemed to hamper 
rather than aid him. 
Some persons 


who for years h'ad studied the peculiar- 
ities of Jeremy, who was a Imlf-breed, 
claimed lie used trained muskrats to 
locate the missing corpses.

KEEPS SECRET 


Half-Breed Dies Without Reveal- 


ing Method of Recovering 


the Dead. 


AMERICAN RUNNERS PUT ON WEIGHT ABROAD 


GETS DROWNED BODIES 


Always Worked at Night, Possessed 


an Uncanny Power and Succeeded 


Where All Other Methods 


Had Failed. 


Stillwater, Minn.—John Jeremy, a 


mysterious character, who for 42 years 
made his living by recovering 
the 


bodies of persons drowned in lakes and 
rivers of the northwest, euded his ca- 
reer recently by committing suicide 
after lie had shot and killed an ac- 
quaintance In a quarrel over a woman. 
Jeremy, who was seventy-two years 
old and a resident of this place, died 
without disclosing his uncanny method 
of bringing bodies to the surface. 


One of his notable feats took place 


shortly before his death when he re- 
covered the 
body 
of Miss Helen 


Learned of St. Paul, who was drowned 
in Lake Phelan several weeks previous- 
ly. The lake bed had been 'raked 
scores of times and hope had been 
abandoned when "Fisherman John," as 
Jeremy was known, announced that he 
would find the body. 
Within a short 


time he had succeeded and collected 
$100 for his work. 


Liked Starlight for His Work. 


Jeremy worked alone and always at 


night. He liked a starry sky, hut the 
rays ot a. full moon seemed to hamper 
rather than aid him. 
Some persons 


who for years had studied the peculiar- 
ities of Jeremy, who was a half-breed, 
claimed he used trained muskrats to 
locate the missing corpses. 
Others 


claimed he knew the freakish twists 
and turns of the river and lake cur- 
rents so well that he needed no other 
aid."Fisherman Joha" began his unique 
profession In 1876. 
His efficiency soon 


attracted the attention of the entire 
northwest and he received large sums 
for the recovery of many of the bodies. 


Worked Alone and Always at Night 
He was present on several occasions 
when persons' sank and brought them 
to the surface so quickly that their 
lives were saved. Twenty-three of his 
recoveries were made from the Mis- 
sissippi river and he was credited with 
a total of 104 bodies taken from waters 
of the northwest.
